London, Dec. 21.—As a result of a 
Are which gutted the store at Clapham 
Junction last evening fifty to sixty em ­ 
ployes of the department store of Ar- 
ding A Hobbs are missing and it is 
feared many of them are dead in the 
ruins, 
it Is estimated that the mon­ 
etary loss will foot up $::.0o0,000. Sev­ 
eral hundred persons wore in the store 
making Christmas purchases when the 
fire broke out. 
Its progress was so 
rapid that many persons were com­ 
pelled to jump from th** windows, 
alighting in burning debris. 
Those 
who w'ere not injured by jumping were 
burned by the blazing debris in which 
they landed. 
The firemen made nu 
raerous heroic rescues. 
Some of the 
adjoining premises also caught fire and 
were more or less seriously damaged 
The block occupied by Arding & 
Hobbs consisted of a num ber of s*-p 
arate small shops which had been 
taken from time to time as the bus! 
ness grew and which were connected 
by tunnelling through the intervening 
walls. 
It was in one of the show win 
dows that the fire had its origin. 
A 
clerk, while showing some goods to a

The bulb 
was broken and the glowing filament 
fell on one of the numerous celluloid 
articles on display.

in flames.

Within a quarter of an hour the entire 
structure was in flames.

Congressmen Hauled From Jail 


to Form a Quorum. 


New Orleans, 
Doe. 22.- The elec­ 
tion of Madrid as pr« sident of Nicara­ 
gua, passengers from Puerto Union 
say, was the result of many confer­ 
ences in which not only Zelaya took 
part, but President .liminez of Costa 
Rica aud other distinguished citizens 
of that republic as well as the m em ­ 
bers of the Central \ tm dean court of 
arbitration at Cartago, of which Ma- 
driz was recet'My a member. 
The ac­ 
tion of the Cost* Ricans and other Cen­ 
tral American* was based on the fear 
that the United States might make its 
influence in Nicaraguan affairs an ex 
cuse for similar action in the other re 
publics. 
T h e r e was a determined ef­ 
fort, especially by Costa Rica, to get 
all the parties to agree to some plan 
of settlement following the retirement 
of Zelaya. and not only were the Con­ 
servatives, most of whom are exiles, 
consulted in addition to the Liberals, 
to which party Zelaya belongs, but the 
revolutionists were appealed to and 
asked in a spirit of patriotism to have 
Nicaraguans 
settle 
the 
questions 
among thems ‘Ives, and thus give the 


United States no excuse for int* der 
once. The popular view taken in Cen­ 
tral America is that the United States 
proposes to make the disturbance an 
excuse for occupying not only Nicara 
gua, but other Central American re­ 
publics. 
Much difficulty was encountered in 
getting a quorum of congress in con­ 
s e q u e n c e of tire number of the mem­ 
bers in exile, in rebellion or in prison. 
Zelaya solved this difficulty by hauling 
all the imprisoned congressmen to the 


i congressional hall and after congress 
had gotten well and* r way and the 
vacancies had been filled, marched the 
suspected m e m b e rs hack to tire petri 
tentiary. 
Ii** insisted at first on Dr. 
Julian Id as, his right-hand man, as his 
successor, hut til** conference refused 
to accept I d a s . 
Tin- other Liberals 
refusing to a c c e p t him, and the Con­ 
servatives being in bitter opposition, 
Madrid was th* n suggested as a c o m 
promise candidate. 
He was accepted 
by Zelaya and the conference and ap­ 
proved by the Costa Ricans and the 
Central American court of arbitration.

will report to th** 
board of governor* of the club In th** 
sense that there is nothing in the pub­ 
lished evidence of Dr. Cook to prove 
that he reached Hie highest point of 
the continent. 
It is believed that Dr, 
Cook’s expulsion from that body will 
follow' as h natural consequence of the 
com m ittee report, even if the findings 
of the Danish scientists are not taken 
into eonsid* ration as just cause for 
such action by the club. 
Marshall Ii. Sa Ville, a vice presi­ 
dent of the Explorers’ club and the 
chairman of this special com m ittee of 
invesfigation, which wats formed 
in 
October, said that on Monday night 
the com m ittee’s findings in the Mt. Mc 
Kinley matter were drawn tip in re|*ort 
form and signed unanimously by all of 
the members of the committee. 
The 
comm ittee numbers several who up to 
the very last have been strong adher­ 
ents of Cook.
